The Star of Bethlehem. 


be the famous “Star of Bethle- 
hem,” and whose appearance is 
predicted: to take place between 
now and the year 1885, is un- 
doubtedly identical with . the 
brilliant star that made its sud- 
den appearance in November, 
1572, in the constellation of Cas- 
siopae. It was first discovered 
by Tychy Brahe, the great Dan- 
ish astronomer, and attained a 
brightness equal to that of Ju- 
piter or Sirius, being visjble to 
the naked eye even in the day- 
time. The same star was ob- 
served in the same regions of the 
heavens about the year 1264, 
and also in 945. From these 
data we may infer that it has al- 
ternate periods of re-ap 

of 319 and 308 years. 


The long 
period is between the years 945 


and 1264, and the short one be- 
tween 1264 and 1572. We now 


have the long period of 319 years. 


and by adding the same to 1572 
we will find that the next re-ap~ 
pearance of this star occurs about 
the year 1891. 

_ By subtracting from 1572 each 
period alternately, beginning with 
the short one- of 308 8, we 
see that this star was visible 
about the year 10 A. Chr.; we
